The former general managers 
of CNAC and CATC, who de- 
fected to the Chinese Commun- 
ists on November 9 from Hong 
Kong, are reported to have 
died in a blazing airplane 
crash near Lanchow last Fri- 
day, according to unconfirmed 
POPOTtS, reece a tee nes 

Thirty-six Communist officials | 
and airline employees are also 
reported to have died, Including 
the former chief pilot of CNAC, 
Mr, Gordon Poon. 

According to reports, Colonel 
C.L. Chan, former general man~ 
ager of CATC and Colonel C.Y¥. 
Liu, former general manager of 
CNAC, left Peking in the two- 
engined defected Convair with 
36 other passengers and crew on 
board, ; 

Over Lanchow, the plane lost 
altitude suddenly, and smashed 
into the side of o mountainous 
parapet, killing all on board, 

On November 9, the two alr- 
line officials left Hong Kong on 
board the Convair, and, Instead of 
flying the plane to Natlonallst 
territory, flew it to Peking. 

Ten other CNAC and CATC 
aircraft defected to the Com- 
munists at the same time, 

A CAT official sald yesterday 
that if the reports are true, the 
crash demonstrates that it. takes 
more than alrplanes to’, operate 
an alrline service. etn 2

“You have also contributed 
much to other problems. in basic 
theory and you have played a 
great role in bringing your coun- 
try to its very high positlon tn 
modern physical research. 

“On behalf of the Academy, tj 
winh to congratulate you‘on your 
Ingenious work, 1 now ask you 
to receive your Nobel award for 
physics from the hands of His 
Roval Highness, the Crown 


Prince.”

The New Zealand Prime 
Minister-elect has revived 
the call for a Pacific Pact. If 
it is right to have an Atlan- 
tice Pact, then a Pacific Pact 
would be a logical develop- 
ment of the same idea, he 
said, His Government would 
help Britain to recover her 
leadership in world affairs. 

Undoubtedly a Pacific Pact 
will come in due course. But 
there are hesitations and re- 
iservations in India and 
Washington which have yet 
to be resolved. In his recent 
broadcast from New Delhi on 
his tour of the United States 
and Canada, Pandit Nehru 
said India didn’t want to join 
what he called the Power 
blocs, because — she didn’t 
wish to add to the fear com- 
plex which now exists 
throughout the world. He 
declared his trip involved no 
treaties, commitments or 
bindings, but something more 
binding than these—under- 
standing of each other. 

That understanding was 
no doubt built upon the syn- 
thesis he expressed in his 
inaugural speech at the Delhi 
conference on Indonesia ear- 
ly in the year. “We represent 
the ancient civilisation of 
the East, as well as the dy- 
namic civilisation of the West. 
Politically, we symbolize in 
particular the spirit of free- 
dom and democracy, which is 
so significant a feature of the 
new Asia.” His approach is 
much the same as the at- 
titude of the United States 
used to be to the problems of 
principle and defence in 
Western Europe. Washington 
may find that a bit awkward, 
but, however ruefully, cer- 
tainly understands it. Never- 
theless the American exam- 
ple of moral involvement but 
physical aloofness has ceased 
to be upheld as a model of 
effectiveness. Indeed it 
taught sharp lessons which 
have now been learned to 
the full—at least insofar as 
the Atlantic community is 
concerned, 

The Western Union and the 
Atlantic Pact did not come 
into existence full-bodied and 
full-blooded. They were built 
gradually, tier upon tier. The 
same process seems to us to 
be the best policy to be 
followed in Asia and the Pact- 
fic.

Staying Open At 
Any Cost 


Take Hastings, for tnstanco. 
Hastings 1s battling with itself 
right now, battling to stay open 
nt any cost. Its leading citizens, 
after much discussion and argu- 
ment, have decided to take a 
long-term view of the problem. 

They maintain that it may well 
be 20 years before Britons can 
nagaln afford to retire to the s¢a- 
side or take short winter holl- 
days. By then, they say, @ new 
leinured class will have emerged 
which can afford to end its days 
sniffing the sea breezes from 
small hotels and boarding-houses. 

Hastings wants to be ready to 
do business with that new Ieisur- 
ed class, and belleves it will be 
in a position to do so only If It 
maintains the continulty of its 
service as a winter resort, 

So, on the orders of the mayor 
and council, the spacious White 
Rock Pavillon stays open ata 
cost of £60 ao day, giving fort- 
nightly “winter concerts which 
lose £1,500. 

The baths (swimming, medi- 
cinal, and hygienic) stay open 
and Jose £200 a week. The 
Sun Lounge traps sun to the 
tune of a seven-piece orchestra 
and a loss of £3,000. 

And the overall debit on the 
rates account for providing 2 
townful of winter entertainment 
for a handful of winter guests 
works out at £12,000, or a 4d. 
rate, 


Losing No Sleep 


Yet Councillor H. W. Rymer, 
chairman of the Entertainments 
Committee, will look you square— 
ly in the eye and say he Is losing 
no sleep. He thinks his diree- 
tor of entertainment, Mr, Ken- 
neth Day, is doing a grand job. 

Take the night  Elleen Joyce’ 
played In the Pavillon and pack- 
ed it solid, The concert cost! 
£350, the tickets raised £290, 
net loss £60. A lesser name 
would have meant a £275 con- 
cert with a, £75 loss. 

‘Hastings has «made a sensible 
compromise over its. orchestral 
concerts. Pre-war It had its own 
very fine municipal orchestra, 
which, {t ran at a cost of £20,000 
a year. Today it would cost 
£30,000 and mean another 10d. 
on the rates, so Hastings shares 
the Southern Philharmonic with 
Brighton and Portsmouth, and 
loses a mere £1,500 on the deal. 

The Sun Lounge orchestra boys 
oblige by turning themselves into 
a dance band twice a week and 
are also employed as a theatre 
pit orchestra. ites . 

At the White Rock Baths (run- 
ning costs £300: a week, ‘winter 
takings £100 a week) Mr, F. D.

Ner in any. way be- 
couse Hitler’s SS. set up thelr 
devilish organisation in that fair 
town of romance and memories. 


But principally, I think, be- 
cause of the legend of “La fon- 
taine bleue.” Of the exhausted 
French King—Louis VII— who, 
parched with thirst and lost after 
a day’s hunting, stumbled on the 
bubbling crystal spring which 
gives the town its namo, drank 
deep, and fell in love with its 
surroundings. From that affection 
‘sprang one of the most perfect 
specimens of architecture in the 
world—and one of the loveliest of 
towns.
